A shot-gun that would require a higher aim to kill at 40 yards 
than It requires at 80 yards, and that would not knock down 
within sight of the hunter one-half of the game shot at by It, 
would justly be considered an abomination,and could scarcely And 
sale. Yet this is precisely the operation, In principle, of most all 
American so-called ‘sporting rifles.” 

As the mere dictum of no sportsman Is worth a cent I shall 
even at the risk of being tedious, explain the principles of the 
sporting rifle. I am satisfied that no subject connected with 
hunting Is so little under- 
stood, even by many of the 
best hunters, as the flight of 
projectiles and any mere state¬ 
ments unsupported by Illustra¬ 
tion, would meet only disbe¬ 
lief and opposition from 
many. 

While ft is true that gravity , 

begins to act upon a ball from 
the instant it leaves the muz¬ 
zle, and that this force will 
make It fall sixteen feet In 
the first second, just as If It 
had no forward motion, It Is 
equally true that gravity does 
not tnatanlly overcome the In¬ 
ertia of the ball, and does not 
inatantly Impart full downward 
motion to It. Hence, though 
theoretically a ball can 
have no point-blank, practi¬ 
cally it does have one, and It 
travels for a certain part of its 
flight on a line so straight 
that the deflection c&unot be 
detected by the eye, and need 
not be taken Into account In 
shooting at the very smallest 
object This distance will 
vary from 50 to 110 yards ac 
cording to circumstances here¬ 
after mentioned, and such a 
speed may be given to the 
hall that for shooting large 
game the deflexion will make 
no difference up to 140 or 150 
yards.

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It conflicts with his cherished convictions end experience in the 
field or not I’ll venture to say that anyone who has never tried 
his rifle thus will be astonished at the results, and will see where 
he has missed many a deer, especially running shots outside of 
100 yards. 

The new model Winchester (seventy-five grains of powder), 
will, no doubt, shoot much higher than these figures, but as the 
balls weighs twice the round ball of same caliber, it cannot travel 
as high as It should travel. 

A common way of remedying this trouble is to have the rifle 
sighted with a fixed high back eight to an artificial point-blank 
at 150 or 200 yards. But this, instead of removing the difficulty, 
only shifts it to another place equally bad. Except on the great 
plains, where the majority of shots may come between 150 and 
250 yards, a rifle that overshoots one and a half or two feet at 100 
yards is as big a nuisance as one that undershoots five feet at 
200 yards, nor can this trouble be relieved by elevating sights, 
holding over game, or taking a coarse front sight, for all these 
plane involve the game trouble. Give me the distance, and any 
of these methods will do up to 200 yards. But what hunter does 
not know too well the delusion of them all! The only way to 
avoid endless vexation and loss of game is to get the highest 
possible trajectory. 

A very obvious way of doing this is to put % light ball In & 44 
rifle. But there are three difficulties in the way of this. First, 
the twist, which, in most 44 rifles Is too quick and shallow for a 
very high velocity. Second, they are not chambered for enough 
powder. And thirdly, if the ball be made light enough, in pro¬ 
portion to the caliber, to acquire high velocity, it then lacks that 
actual weight which is necessary for penetration and crushing force 
upon the solid parte of a large animal,and Is also necessary to enable 
it to hold its accuracy and force against the air and wind up to 850 
or 400 yards. Such a ball would have a good trajectory up to 120 or 
180 yards and then fall much faster than one of larger diameter. 

The flattest 800 yard trajectory,then,is attainable by the largest 
caliber, because we can get the greatest relative lightness com¬ 
bined with the greatest actual weight, and also in this way get 
the greatest amount of powder to each grain of lead without un¬ 
pleasant recoil. 

There if still another point connected with the question of 
large caliber, of very great Importance. Of course your object 
In getting a hunting rifle Is to kill something, and a very perti¬ 
nent question Is, Where and when do you want to kill it? Do 
you wish to kill it within fifty yards of where it stands or within 
a mile! Do you want it within five minutes or five hours? Do 
you want to get it yourself or have the wolves and buzzards feast 
on it to-morrow? Do you want to quit hunting and rest, or do 
you want to chase crippled game for miles and hours, or have to 
keep a dog at your heels to catch it, probably in ground from 
which it will take a sixteen-mule power man to pack it I Do 
you want it killed neatly and cleanly at the first shot—so that it 
will bleed out freely—or do you want it all blood-sbot by running 
a mile and cut up perhaps with two or three more small bullets? 
It Is said by the advocates of small bores that “they will kill." 
True, indeed, and so much the more shameful is the needless per¬ 
sistence In their use. But where and when docs one-third, at 
least, of the game die? And who gets the benefit of it, man or 
beast? 

Now, please don’t answer with: “I knocked a big buck in his 
tracks at 300 yards with a so-and-so rifle;” or, “I killed five with 
such and such rifle,” etc. I can overwhelm all such Instances 
with numbers of well-attested cases of persons, who in the course 
of a year, have lost nearly one-half the deer they hit. I shall 
omit all such for brevity, because I think it will be generally con¬ 
ceded that the loss of crippled deer is shamefully great, and that 
the utmost care and skill on the part of the hunter, with the aid 
of both snow and dog, is necessary to prevent the loss of at least 
one-fourth. . , , . , . 

“Get a good deer dog,” says one. Good advice; but why not 
begin with a good deer gunf “Use expansive balls,” says an¬ 
other. Good advice, which we will consider hereafter, but which 
does not fully overcone the trouble. “You don’t shoot straight. 
Put your ball in the deer’s heart, and a pill is as good as a can¬ 
non ball,” says another. Good friend, I know thee of old. 
Thou art the man who years ago, could beat Carver. Who would 
“as soon have a rifle as a shot-gun” for ducks, grouse and quails, 
who drives nails at “60 rod," pine at “40 rod;” whose shortest 
shot at a deer Is at the regulation distance of “80 rod;” and 
who would “rather have them on the .run than standing.” I 
write not for such as thou, for thou needst only a jack-knife to 
flip into their spinal marrow at any distance, and ehouldst no 
longer use so unscientific a weapon as the rifle. If thou wouldst 
only In thy infinite wisdom give us a recipe for making deer 
stand broadside, what a blessing thou couldst be. But who can 
expect the wizard to reveal his secret? Therefore I’ll count you 
out, and write only for common mortals. 

Various theories, both sound and nonsensical, have been held 
as to the killing effect of balls. I think all the sound ones re- 
ducable to this, viz: The shape and density of metal being 
equal, the killing effect Is about as the squares of the diameters 
and velocities. Thus a .44 ball will have four times the killing 
effect of a.22, and a .66 ball a little over twice the killing power 
of a .44, supposing velocity equal. But this velocity makes an 
Immense difference in the case of round, flat-headed or expansive 
balls. A round .44 ball with twenty grains of powder will make 
a hole in a rabbit but little bigger than itself, with eighty grains 
it will cut a hole four times as wide as the other. This is mainly 
because of the flattening of the ball on the Impact, which causes 
It to cut four times as large a hole. It Is, of course, impossible 
to make such estimates accurate, but these will be found very 
nearly so. The Idling effect may be vastly increased by making 
the ball expansive, of which hereafter. 

In selecting a rifle, accuracy, is of course, of the most vital im¬ 
portance, but also the very point to Which the least attention is 
sometimes paid. A poor shooting rifle is the greatest of all 
abominations, and they are more abundant than Is generally sup¬ 
posed ; though the poor shooting Is more often due to neglect to 
harden the balls, to keep them well lubricated, to keep the gun 


clean, to use care In casting and loading bullets, and, above all, to 
hold the gun straight Never get a rifle without testing thor¬ 
oughly with dead reBt, and if possible, globe sights. And in 
testing for accuracy only (and. not trajectory), test it first at 
thirty yards. Never mind what it will do at half a mile, etc., 
but find what It will do at thirty yards. A rifle that with globe 
sight, will not put five-sixths of its balls into an inch bull’s eye 
at thirty yards Is not fit for the fleld, so long as rifles can be 
found that will do It. And, paradoxical as it may seem, there are 
rifles that appear to shoot first rate at 400 yards and over, with 
which one cannot hit the head of a grouse at ten paces once in 
four or five times. Therefore don’t be gulled by any talk about 
its long-range powers, but test its short-range work. A good 
short-range rifle can always be changed at once into a flrst-claes 
mid-range, by having two sets of balls. But a rifle may be appa¬ 
rently good at long range, but poor at short range. I say appa¬ 
rently, because when tried at natural marks at long distances, It 
HIM to strike very close, whereas, in fact, It. is not close, as 
would at once be discovered by subjecting it to the test of the 
Creedmoor target. 

The action of a hunting rifle is of no small moment. Nearly 
all are strong enough, but some are abominably clumsy and Blow. 

In some the cartridges are apt to stick, and if they do, It is sure 
to happen at an important crisis; In others it is almost impossi¬ 
ble to reload the shells with sufficient ease and certainty. I could 
name at least four American breech-loaders, to re-load fifty shells 
of which, Is a good, square half day’s job, and then one-third of 
them are liable to stick at the butt In going in or coming out. 

One great objection to our American sporting rifles is that 
they are single barreled. This point I shall not dl cuss until 
somebody will at least attempt to tell us in what respect a single 
rifle la any less an abomination than a single shot-gun. “Get a 
repeater then,” says a friend. ThankB, dear sir, for what of 
course I never thought of. And so I will when a repeater comes 
out that will kill four deer out of five at the first shot. If the 
Winchester were only .55 or .60 caliber with 130 grains of pow¬ 
der, how quick I would have one I As it is, it does not in the 
long run make up by rapidity of Are for the loss in single shot. 

I challenge any advocate of this splendid little gun to deny the 
following propositions: 

That 50 per cent, of success in deer hunting depends upon the 
efficiency of the very first shot. 

That 30 per cent, more depends upon the efficiency of the sec¬ 
ond shot, and the quickness with which it follows the first. 

That this efficiency depends upon the straightness of trajectory 
to 150 yards and the caliber, velocity and expansive nature of 
the ball. 

That a double rifle can be fired in one-balf the time that an or¬ 
dinary hand can fire two shots from the Winchester, and when 
made, as hereafter described, two shots from it are more effec¬ 
tive than four of the new or six of the old model Winchester; and 
they can be followed by two more before the sixth shot can be 
fired from the repeater. 

That trajectory even of the new model is, at least, twelve inches 
lower at 140 yards than it would be if the same weight of metal 
were fired from a .55 with 180 grains of powder, and the smash¬ 
ing and killing effect of the ball is not nearly as great. 

“But who is this cuss anyhow that from the tall end of creation 
arises to enlighten us benighted heathen? Why is it that these 
faults have never been discovered before? Why is It that so 
many hunters are satisfied with these modern rtfli s?” I Imagine 
many asking. 

In the first place, all are not satisfied by a long way, and there 
is not a single fault that I have mentioned that Is not complained 
of by hundreds. Many submit because there is nothing else on 
the market. Popular as all our rifles arc, there 1 b not one that 
Is not condemned by a large class, who, in turn, are crazy over 
something else quite as defective in other directions. 

Still, it cannot be denied that the popular opinion, even among 
hunters, is against me; or, rather, against my final conclusions; 
for few will deny my premises. And I think I can convert any 
one, who will try them carefully, to my conclusions. 

There are several reasons why the majority are satisfied with 
our single-barreled small-bores: 

First—Few have tried anything else. 

Second—The very natural miBtake of supposing that the rifle 
that shoots the highest at long range Bhould shoot the highest 
also at short range. Is it Btrange that) this preconceived theory 
should blind men’s observation when we recollect that up to 350 
years ago itwas a sound principle of philosophy, in spite of every¬ 
day facts, that a body twice as heavy as another fell twice as fast, 
etc.? 

Third—The common error of mistaking distance, the majority 
of hunters actually believing that they kill game twice or thrice 
as far as they really do. 

Fourth—To the unphllosopblcal methods of many who make no 
account of mlBses and make no attempt to discover the causes of 
failures. 

Fifth—To the shameful indifference of many to the waste of 
game, which Is best expressed in the words of one with whom I 
was discussing the inefficiency of Bmall bores to kill game quick 
enough, "Well, let ’em go to h—1 then, and go for another one.” 

8lxth—To that strange fog of fallacies that bangs around the 
whole of sporting science. Is it Btrange that men who believe 
that “fine shot has better penetration," should believe that 
small ball cuts sharper," that men who believe that “a slbw twist 
a slow ball,” should believe that “a quick twist should 
make a quick ball," etc.? And are not the heads of many good 
practical hunters full of such and similar ideas? 

Seventh—To a foolish affection which many feel for a gun with 
which they have made a good shot or two, and which they proba¬ 
bly have little or no chance to try again. Thus, Judge Glider 
sieve thinkB the 8harp’s rifle the thing for hunting, because he 
killed a duck with it at half a mile, probably the first and last 
game bis judicial duties will ever allow him to go after with a 
rifle. A gentleman writing to a prominent eastern sporting 
journal, says: “I have Just killed a fine buck with my new .88 
Remington at 60 rods," and then naively adds: “I can drop - 


deer <w his tracks every time If I can get my Remington ball into 
him.” This gentleman may never have another chance to re¬ 
cover from thle delusion. 

Eighth—To a quite common Idea that deer, etc., are easily killed. 
This delusion exists only among those who have shot few or none, 
but not among experienced huuters. A shot in the head or spi¬ 
nal column is the only one that will surely drop a (leer In his 
tracks There la a circle of about nine inches covering the heart 
and lungs, which is quickly fatal, though with a small ball one- 
half the deer struck here will run from 50 yards to 500 or even 
1,000. A small ball In the neck, high in the shoulders, hips or 
loins, a deer will often carry away for miles; and through the 
paunch, the very largest balls unless made expansive (and some¬ 
times not then) will not bring them down under half a day. 
There Is scarcely an animal of its size that will pack away as much 
lead as a deer. Of course it will generally kill It, but often too 
late for you to get. 

But the principal objection to large calibers is best given in the 
language of a German settler who lives a tew miles from here 
and is quite a good hunter. He was telling me of a place where 
deer were plenty last year: 

“I hunt dere five days," said he, “and killed ten deers; every 
day I kill two of ’em, and he—he—he, (he seemed to think it 
quite funny), by Gott each day I find one deer vot I kill de day 
before. I find him by de buzzards.” 

"You should have a bigger ball," said I. 

“Oh, no, no, de Henry ball big enough. De big ball, he 
ahpoll too much de meat.” 

Here we have the mighty secret. And could anything be 
more short-sighted? If every big ball cut away ten poundB of 
flesh, would not one deer iu ten secured by it more than compen¬ 
sate to the satisfaction of the most Inveterate meat hunter? This 
objection Is, however, totally unfounded; for in the average no 
more Is spoiled than by the smaller bails. Ten to one the man 
wbomakeB this objection values the Winchester mainly because 
he can “pump live or six balls into a deer before be gets out of 
reach,” and to every deer killed with one Winchester ball there 
are two with from two to five in them. A big ball In the hips 
will cutaway more flesh than a small one, but will make much 
less bloodshot meat than one that allows a deer to run a mile 


Some object to the weight of a large calibre, without reflecting 
that owing to the shortness of the ball, It need not be as heavy as 
a gun shooting a long ball. 

Others object to the amount of ammunition without reflecting 
that they are already shooting as much lead in a far less effective 
shape, and that three pounds of powder will cover the difference 
of a year’s hunting In the loading of the two. 

“Too big for small game,” says another. But what small 
game do you want to shoot anywhere but in the head, where the 
Blze of ball is immaterial? 

“Too big for target-shooting” says another. Why? Such a 
rifle would not be a good long-range rifle of course, but by using 
a longer ball, would always be a fair mid-range rifle, and would 
always be a good short-range target rifle. They can also be made 
precisely as accurate as a smaller bore. 

I do not know of a single objection that can be made to large 
calibre, (and I have entertained most all of them) that does not 
upon trial turn out to be utterly unfounded. And there is 
scarcely anything to be said In favor of small-bore’s for hunting 
except that they are cheaper, generally lighter, kick less, spoil 
less meat, make less smoke and noise, half of which assertions 
are entirely mistaken; and last of all the old standard, stereo¬ 
typed argument, uttered alwayB with the shrug of wisdom and 
oracular gravity of utterance, “they will kill;" which is also 
false, because it implies that they will kill quickly and certainly, 
which the most strenuous advocate will admit to be untrue if 
expressed ?n terms Instead of implied in the premise of the argu¬ 
ment. 

I shall not discuss the question of muzzle-loader or breech¬ 
loader, us for a hunting refle, I regard it aa scarcely an open ques¬ 
tion. While I am not yet prepared to admit that any breech¬ 
loader now made will start every ball on In as true a line as a well- 
made and well-loaded muzzle-loader, yet the breech-loader's speed 
of fire and safety far more than overbalance the occasional throw¬ 
ing of a wild ball, provided it does not occur too often. I find 
that all balls, whether round or long, whether used patched or 
naked, work much better from a breech-loader, when made quite 
hard with tin. If this plan be adhered to, and care taken lu 
loading, and the gun kept clean, there will be little fault to find 
with the accuracy of most of our American breech-loaders, al¬ 
though some of the machine-made guns are certainly defective as 
they come from the factory. But, by trial, a good rifle may always 
be easily obtained. 

Expansive or explosive bullets are made by inserting a plug of 
metal at each casting, into the front end of the molds. This 
j may be adapted to any mold by any gunsmith of ordinary gump¬ 
tion. The plug leaves a cylindrical hole in the ball, runnlug 
from i to t lt« length. In striking any object, however aoft, the 
wallB of this opening fly outward with great force and will either 
tear off entirely and let the butt of the ball pass on as an Independ¬ 
ent bullet, or they will simply open out and fold over back¬ 
ward, over the butt so that the ball looks like a mush¬ 
room I have Bhot some flfty-odd deer with these balls, and 
do not hesitate to Bay that they are a vast Improvement over 
the solid ball of same caliber, except where great penetration is 
necessary. A deer cannot carry one for over 100 yards, if bit 
anywhere forward of the center, and will generally reel and come 
down in 2 or 3 Jumps. In the paunch, they are far more effective 
than solid balls; though a deer can generally carry them away, 
even there, unless of large caliber, and even with those, he can 
run a short distance. For hip or raking stem-shots, they are 
hardly equal to the solid ball, for want of penetration, unless made 
as hereafter mentioned. 

These balls may be made explosive by inserting a pistol rim- 
flre cartridge (with the ball cut off) In the hole, until the rim sets 
tight upon the edge of the hole. Not a particle of advantage is 
derived from this, however, and after a thorough trial I aban¬ 
doned it, and now use the balls with the hole either open or 
closed with wax. For any distance, up to 200 yards or so, they 
may be left open, and If the hole be narrow, it might be left 
open at any distance. The force of the blow expands the ball as 
much as the powder would, while the shock of the exploslou of 
powder amounts to nothing, even on a fawn, although it will tear 
a large bare to pieces. The reason is that black powder Is too 
slow, and the gas escapes around the ball, backward, out of the 
hole, and a hole Is also cut for It in front, by the ball itself, aa fast 
as It can fill It. Any one who will attempt to break a glass bottle 
with a fire-cracker, leaving the bottle uncorked, will readily see 
the reason of this. I know of nothing that is of sufficient quick¬ 
ness that can be used with safety, and believe that in the long- 
run, even giant powder would be of little advantage, except for 
paunch shots. , 

Conclusions drawn from a lew shots are apt to be wrong, and 
I have fouud, that in the long run, these balls are better with a 
small hole tapering toward the bottom aud not more than i lbs 
ledgth of the ball In depth. This ball will not fly into pieces upon 
striking, but will cut a hole of greater average width, by IU slower 
expansion, and will have far more penetration upon the solid 
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ot take mackerel with the daintiest fly that ever left her flogcre, 





if tbe mackerel do not come, like the spirits from the vasty deep^ i 
Some days they enter the harbor and can be seen feeding, and i 
then Gloucester 1 b all alive, such a gathering of tackle and rush 
for the dories (small boats) and hard fishing until the fish are 
“off the feed,” Is said to be enlivening; but alas! not a school has l 
struck In since my edlnlng, and I must away soon to attend to a 
little business across the creek, for our friends over there are be¬ 
ginning to call loudly for California salmon, and I may have to 
run over there to pacify them. . . . . 

Concerning the mackerel 1 forsee a limited supply and higher 
nrlces this year, notwithstanding the enormous quantity almost 
given away In New York In May aud June; but the Summer 
catch go to market fresh; they are not large and In the condition 
reouired for salting. 

September Is the month that decides how the catch for salting 
will be, and It has been poor this month all along the coast. 
Tbe Newfoundland fishermen report the mackerel as very scarce, 
although the season lor cod has been fair. 

The ancients used more of the mackerel than we do ; they es¬ 
teemed the gills, while of the Intestines a sauce called “garum” 
was made, which, according to Pliny, was highly aromatized and 
very savory, and used both as a stimulant to the appetite and as 
a condiment. How good this garum was it la Impossible to say 
In 1878, but as Strabo meotlons Its excellence, and says that it 
was much imitated, and that tbe Imitations were often thick and 
turbid, when the epithet feecosum was applied to them.lt gives 
one an idea that It varied greatly. 

Petronlus Arbiter tellB of a costly elixer which was named 
aimaletm, or, In English, blood-sauce, made from the entrails 
and blood of the tunny put luto a tight vessel, sealed up, aud 
not used until decomposed. Pliny says that garum was very 
costly, 500 sesterces (!) per gallon, and Martial alludeB to Its 
expense in the lines; 

"Of scomhers precious blood I send, 

A garum'd bottle lo myfrleud; 

Costly and thick, the laet that dript 
From bleeding gills and ealralla rtpt." 

It was also made Into drinks with either oil, wine, vinegar or 
water lu which case it was severally called elaiogarum, oitutgarum, 
oxyga'rum, or hgdrogarum, and Aristophanes, as quoted by 
Atheuaius, says; 

"That all the topers to prepare ’em, 

Drank every man hie glass of garum." 

The picture: 

“Adown a gourmet's grisly beard 
It ran, ana all hia throat besmeared,'* 

reminds us of a charcoal sketch of the Patriarch Aaron and his 
annotated beard. In order to give you a better appetite for your 
dinner, I must not omit the sauce mentioned by both Horace 
and Strabo, called “Alee,” from the name of the fish from which 
It was made. This differed from garum "only In being thicker; 
It was formed of the dregs arulfeculence which remained after the 
garum had been deeauted off clear.'' This Is most likely enough 
of the tastes of the ancients for one dose , but If my readers wish 
to Investigate further, I can assure them that I know of more of 
the same sort. Still, I must be allowed to doubt If the flavor 
was as vile us that of our modern caviare, even though It was 
made from nastier material.

appearing, and In another year will, without doubt, have become 

wholly extinct. . 

Naturalists are fully agr.cd that no shark ever touched a 
womau wearing the old style of bathing-dress. Occasionally, In 
former years, a shark was seen near the beach at b ire Island, 
Newport or Nahant, but the moment he caught sight of a fe¬ 
male bather he Invariably fled with all possible speed and every 
manifestation of terror. 8o long as the bathers at Coney Island 
wore this appalling dress, no shark ever ventured within three 
marine leagues of the coast. Now that thlB dress has been to a 
great extent superseded by the new and graceful aud greatly ab¬ 
breviated dresB, the sharks have felt that they could safely ap- 
proach within sight of bathing-houses, and have hence had 
courage to cross the bar and enter the bay. Once lnalde the bay, 
they would hardly fall to make exploring expeditions up through 
the Narrows, and now that they have found that our waters 
abound In small boys, we need not expect them to leave us. It Is 
quite probable that tbe New York small boy lacks the tenderness 
and flavor of the fat colored small boy of Jamaica and tbe other 
West India Islands, but he Is certainly good, wholesome food. 
He Is abundant, he can he obtained with very little labor, and be 
will satisfy any shark who la not a positive gourmand, and Is will¬ 
ing to eat plain, white food. The only way in which we can rid 
ourselves of sharks Is to revive the old-fashioned bathing-dress, 
and to compel the frequenters of Coney Island to wear It. This 
will effectually deter any more sharks from visiting our shores; 
and when we have exterminated those which are now this side of 
Sandy Hook, the Binall boy can once more bathe In peace and 
safety.— N. T. Times. _ 

Fishing for Menhaden. 


This Summer Is remarkable for theappearance In our waters of t 
sharks. Within a few weeks a shark has fatally wounded a boy ^ 
who was swimming near the Atlantic docks; another shark has E 
been caught near Verplanck’s Point; two more have been caught t 
by a fisherman augllDg from one of our piers, and still another s 
has been caught ntLoog Branch. It is evident that, as meteor- t 
ologists would say, a wave of sharks has reached this locality, but , 
unfortunately there Is no reason to suppose that, like the hot , 
waves from Manitoba, the sharks will vanish at an early day. 

Wbat has brought this sudden visitation of sharks upon us? , 
This Is an important question, for If we knew why the Bharks had , 
come, we could decide If there is any possibility of their going 
away again, and might, perhaps, remove tbe cause that has , 
brought them here. The theory most generally entertained is , 
that the dumping of offal in the Lower Bay has lured the Bharks 
into our neighborhood. While Investigating this offal they have 
doubtless met with marbles, jack-knives, and other surface Indi¬ 
cations, so to speak, of small hoys. Now, the shark is a very in¬ 
telligent animal, and possesses remarkable reasoning powers. 
The very fact that he will swallow empty tomato cans is a proof 
of his logical habit of mind. When he sees a tin can he remarks 
to himself, “This contains preserved meats, or ripe peaches, and 
If I swallow It I shall enjoy Its contents as soon as the can Is 
digested." Whereupon he swallows It without thinking anyone 
would he heartless enough to deceive him with empty cans. 
When the first of our visiting sharks detected marbles and jack- 
knives In the Lower Bay, he undoubtedly said to his companions, 
“The cropping out of these surface indications of small-boy means 
that somewhere In this neighborhood there Is a large and valua¬ 
ble deposit of small-boy, which we ought immediately to proceed 
to discover.” In the course of this search the sharks discovered 
that thousands of small-boys constantly go In swimming from the 
pier-heads, and hence we may soon expect to see an enormous 
quantity of sharks heading to the newly discovered small-boy 
placer and staking out claims In the bottom mud of the river lu 
front of every pier. 

This offal theory 1 b Ingenious and plausible, but It will not 
stand the test of examination. Offal has been dumped In the 
bay for the last fifty years, but no sharks have prospected it. If 
offal will lure sharks to day It would have lured them heretofore. 
It Is unphllosophic to assign as a reason for a new phenomenon a 
cause which has been constantly in operation for fifty years, 
and has never previously produced any Bueh phenomena. More¬ 
over, in order to discover the existence of offal Id the Lower 
Bay, the sharks must have crossed the bar at Sandy Hook. In 
former years they never crossed thlB bar, or, indeed, came wltblu 
miles of it. In order to ascertain why they have now visited us, 
we must ask what was the barrier that formerly kept them out¬ 
side the bar, aDd which must have been lately removed before 
they would have ventured to cross the bar. Clearly, the pres¬ 
ence of offal hi the bay has no hearing upon thlB question, and 
lienee will not account for the presence of sharks In the East and 
North rivers. 

When the investigation has thus been narrowed down Into an 
inquiry into what was the cause—now removed-whleh has hith¬ 
erto kept sharks out of our waters, we have greatly simplified 
our task. It cannot escape the notice of the thoughtful Inquirer 
that of all l he changes which have latterly taken place near the 
entrance to our harbor those which have been made at Coney 
Island are the most remarkable. Coney Island, which five years 
ago was, In public estimation, a place to which “roughs” went 
for riotous purposes and subsequently killed each other on their 
return in the horse-ears, Is now the most crowded aDd popular 
of all our watering places. During the laet two years a new 
style of female bathing-dress has appeared on Coney Island, 
which Instead of disfiguring the wearer, Is actually becoming to 
her. The old-fashioned long trousers, which were tbe most hid¬ 
eous garments which any woman ever put on, are rapidly dls-

ito a rocking boat, Implies hard work. However, little by little 
; came over the gunwales, the first thing being to bring up 
ae great sinker and ascertain that the closing of tbe purse at 
he bottom had been properly executed. Yard by yard the cork 
ine was contracted, and one after another the frightened cap- 
iyes began to appear, some folded into a wrinkle or caught by 
he gills in a torn mesh (and such were thrown back), until at 
»st the bag was reduced to only a few feet In diameter, and the 
nenhaden were seen, a sheeny, gray, struggling mass, which 
lellled out the net under the cork line and under the boats, In

>f their thronging fellows. How they gleamed, like fish of 
ewels and gold! The sunshine finding Its way down through 
,he clear green water seemed not to reflect from their Iridescent 
tcales, but to penetrate them all, and Illumine their bodies from 
vlthln with a wonderful changing flame. Gleaming, shifting, 
amhent waves of color flashed and paled before my entranced 
•yes—gray as the fishes turned their backs, sweeping brightly 
Sack with a thousand brilliant tints as they showed their sides— 
soft, undefined, and mutable, down there under the green glaaB of 
the sea; while, to show them the better, myriads of minute 
medusa! carried hither and thither glittering little phosphorescent 
Lanterns in gossamer frames and transparent globes. 

All possible slack having now been taken In, the steamer ap¬ 
proaches, and towing us away to deeper water, for we are drift- 
log toward a lee shore, comes to a stand-still, and tbe work of 
loading begins. The cork-line Is lifted up and made fast to the 
steamer's bulwarks, to which the boats have already attached 
themselves at one end, holding together at the other. This 
crowds all the buukers together In a mass between the two boats 
and the steamer’s side, where tbe water bolls with the churning 
of thoussods of active fins.

If yon 
take It In your hand, tbe moss-bunker Is an ordinary looking fish, 
like a small shad, and you do not admire It; but every gleaming 
fiery tint that ever burned In a sunset, or ringed a crystal, or 
painted the petals of a flower, was east In lovely confusion Into 
that rough hold. There lay the raw material of beauty, the gor¬ 
geous elements out of which dyes are resolved—abstract bits of 
lustrous azure and purple, crimson and gold, and those Indefin¬ 
able greenish and pearly tints that make the luminous back¬ 
ground of all celestial sun-palntlng. As the steamer rolled on 
the billows, and the bud Btruck the wet and tremulous mass at 
this and that angle, or the whole was In the half-shadow of the 
deck, now a cerulean tint, now a hot brazen glow, would spread 
over all for an Instant, until the wriggling mixture of olive backs 
and pearly bellies and nacreous sides, with scarlet blood-spots, 
where the cruel twine had wounded, was burled beneath a new 
stratum.

Another Nbw Fish on Our Coast.— United States Com¬ 
mission, Fish and Fisheries, Gloucester, Mass .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—We received a very Interesting addition to our collection 
of mackerel-like fishes a few days ago, a new arrival from tbe 
European Atlantic coast, now recorded for the first time from 
the Western Atlantic. The common name "alalonga" has 
been suggested for It Instead of the name “germoD" given In 
Couch vol. II., p. 100. As the name Implies, this Is a long-finned 
fish, a fish built for speed. The vertebra: are small and compact. 
The tall Is large. The pectorals are nearly half as long as the 
body without tall. Almost tbe entire animal Is a mass of muscles 
and tendons. Then the shape Is like that of a bonlta. This 
may truly be called the "flying fish" of the tunny kind. Our 
specimen came from Banquerean, whence it was brought to us 
by Capt. Wra. Thompson of the schr. Magic. It weighed twenty- 
seven and one half pounds, eviscerated, and measured nearly 
three feet In length. Couch describes the species under the 
name Orcynue alalonga. Tarlbton H. Bean.

The fish has numerous 
specific, and one or two generic names older than this, therefore 
Diabolichthys haa met with no favor and Is now seldom referred 
to, even as a synonym.

—Up to the tenth of September Mr. LivlngBton Stone, of tbe 
United States Fish Commission, in charge of the station on the 
McClond river, had taken seven million eggs of the quinnat 
salmou and was confident of getting his fall number of ten mil¬ 
lion before the close of the season. 

—Dr. Suckley In speaking of preserving specimens of several 
fishes (Pacific Railroad Explorations and Surveys, vol. 12, p. 849), 
says: “Eulachon, like trout and salmon, are frequently so fat 
that strong alcohol destroys them. Any person who will discover 
a preservative fluid which will keep fish of this family In good 
anatomical condition, and to a certain extent (for that is all we can 
hope for) without effacing the natural colors of the fish, will con¬ 
fer a great favor to Ichthyologists. I have tried various solutions, 
but think my experience la In favor of Btrong alcohol diluted with 
one-third its bulk of fresh water, with a little common powdered 
alum added. The alum Is thrown in for the Bame purpose that 
housewives frequently put It in tbelr pickle jars, .for the sake of 
what they call “fastening” the colors of the articles to be pre¬ 
served. Using a solution as above upon a handsome salmon 
trout, I had the opportunity of examining the fish one month 
afterward when It was In a very good state of preservation, the 
red spots being almost of natural hue. Care should be takeD that 
too much alum Is not added, as It is apt to attack the bones.”

g Whenever a serious controversy occurs In relBtlon to tbe 
o general character of any breed of our domestic animals, or to any 
a peculiarity said to exist In It, there Is often strong reason to con- 
v elude that the arguments pro and con are founded upon unsuh- 
I- stantlal premises.

The opening meeting of the Chicago Jockey and Trotting 
Club, which cointueneea on Tuesday next, the 8th iiiBt., and 
continues to the 11th, promises to be tbe most brilliant ever 
inaugurated. 

Tbe entries, which we publish in our horse department, num¬ 
ber seventy-nine, more than the most sanguine expected. The 
free-for-all has nine entries which Is something extraordinary, 
among them Lula. The 3:40 and 3:20 class have each uine also; 
the 2:28 has fourteen; the 3:33 has twelve; the 2:34 has ten; 
the 2:26 has nine, the free-for-all pacers hBS four, and the 
epeclal race has three. 

Not only are the eutries large but the character of the horses 
Is something for congratulation, among them some of the most 
celebrated in the country. 1 deed there is not a horse entered 
that Is not first-class, which goes to show what liberal parses | 
will do. From the congregating together of so many cracks, 
tbe contests wlH be sharp and closely contested. In the special 
race lor a purse of *3,01)0, Rarus to wBgon, Hopeful in harness | 
and Great Eastern under saddle, will compete. This Is the first I 
time that Rarus has trotted iu a race since be left California, 
and the first time that these three celebrated horses have met. 
Dan Mace feels confident he can beat Rarus, but Splan thinks 
not; it will therefore be a hot race between them. 

The track is a 6uperb one; all tbe horsemen who have arrived 
agree that It Is one of the best to the country and must eventu¬ 
ally be a remarkably fast one. Col. Conley, the superintendent, 
has left nothing undone to have it In the very best of order. 

The club bouse and the stauds are completed. The club 
house, which Is exclusively for members snd thelrfamlliesduring 
the meeting, is one of the ni 06 t perfectly appointed we have ever 
seen. It is carpeted throughout and handsomely decorated with 
mirrors. There Is a first-class restaurant attached, with two 
dining rooms, one on the first floor and the other on the second 
floor. There are also two ladles’ parlors elegantly fitted up for 
the exclusive use of ladles. A wide veraudah running the length 
and north and south sides of the house will afford an excellent 
opportunity of witnessing the races, as from it every portion of ' 
the track can be seen. 

The grand stand 16 north of the club house and then north of 
that is the select stand in which reserved seats can be pur¬ 
chased. Tbe seating capacity of the grand stand Is 2,500, and of j 
the select staud 650. 

Arrangements have been made with Major Nevlne for his fine 
band, and also with Mr. Levy, the celebrated cornet player, for 
the four days of the meeting. 

All the railroads, with the exception of the Lake 8hore and j 
Michigan Central, have agreed to Issue excursion tickets at one 
and a fifth fare. Tbe Lake Shore has a man who gets up excur¬ 
sions for them, aud it Is proposed that be will get one up during 
the meeting. Doubtless the Michigan Central will do the same. 

Those visiting the city will find the track easy of access as, 
besides the hacks and omnibuses, the Madison street car line have 
completed tbelr track to the gate, and the Chicago & Northwest¬ 
ern Kail road will take passengers withiu four blocks of the track- 
Altogether, next week will be a gala week for Chicago.

This action of the club is much to be regretted, as, if the club ( 
will not undertake the management of the trials, who is tol Of . 
money there seems to be no lack, for already guaranteed was 
*300; we promised *200, and Mr. Luther Adam6 of Boston and 
Mr. David Sanborn of Baltimore, Mich., notified us that they 
would give *50 each, making In all $600. Mr. Malcom of Balti¬ 
more promised an entry, and Mr. John Higgins, of Delaware City, 
Del., and Messrs. Anthony Higgins and H. W. Cause of Wil¬ 
mington, Del., each offered to increase their donation from *25 
to *50. Several others wrote us that so soon as the club 
announced IU intention of carrying the trials through, they would 
contribute. It ie not estimating too high to say that a thousand 
dollars could have been raised without any trouble. 

We have done all we could to Inaugurate the trials. Our suc¬ 
cess in raising the money to carry them on has been all that 
could have been expected and that we anticipated. 1 1 is there¬ 
fore with reluctance and no small disappointment that we have 
to make the announcement of their abandonment:

The Protest or Friend. —We have received several commu¬ 
nications asking our opinion of the validity of the protest entered 
by Mr. Jones against Friend, tbe winner of the Champion SUkes 
in the Minnesota field trials. We have but to reiterate our opin¬ 
ion expressed in our report of the trials, that the protest can not 
be entertained. We stated the facte then briefly; we will now, 
more fully, that all the circumstances connected with it might be 
properly understood: Mr. Stoddard entered Friend and paid the 
entrance fee. On Tuesday Id the drawing for the order of run¬ 


ning ahe was drawn No. 6. On Wednesday, Mr. Stoddard having 
received a telegram which called him home, told Mr. Lincoln that 
unleBa the Champion Stakes were run that afternoon, (Wednes¬ 
day) as advertised, he would have to draw Friend, as he had re¬ 
ceived a telegram which called him home. Mr. Lincoln told him 
that in all probability they would get to them. They, however, 
got only two dogs down, and when night came on each had only 
made a point. Subsequently Mr. Stoddard made arrangement* 
with Morgan, her former breaker, to run her, and left her with 
him for that purpose. 

The ground of Mr. Jones’ protest Is that she having been drawn 
could not be entered again. If Friend had been drawn Mr. 
Joues would be right, but It so happens ahe never bad been 
drawn. Sbe bad been regularly entered, her entrance fee paid 
and ebe had been drawn for In the order of running and a posi¬ 
tion assigned her, so that all the requirements bad been filled. 
The eulrancc money bad uotbeen returned Mr. Stoddard nor had 
it been publicly announced that ebe was drawn. On the contrary 
Mr. Lincoln urged Mr. Stoddard to leave her with some one to 
run. Mr. Stoddard therefore maintained his interest in the stake 
aud his right to defend it up to the monieut. Friend was called. 
Had she been absent when called then she would have lost her 
chance to run. .Not only is the association compelled to refuse 
to sustain the protest, hut s^fftd they accept it, Mr. Stoddard 
would have the right to sue aid recover the amount from them. 
Friend won her position fairly, and such being the case, should 
not be deprived of the honor, nor should her owner of the 
money. _ 

N’ew Jersey Commissioners Enforce the Laws. —The Dela¬ 
ware River has lately been Infested with nets In open defiance of 
tbe law, and threats of violence have been made by the poachers 
against any one who might dare to Interfere. With a full 
knowledge of these facts, Mr. Tbeo. Morford, one of tbe Stale 
Commissioners of Fisheries, accompanied by Warden Bevana, 
went to the Brick House, Montague, last week where Mr. W. H. 
Dlugman, the Warden for Pike and Monroe couotlea, Pa., met 
them by appointment, aud, with the necessary force, they pro¬ 
ceeded to clear tbe river of all fish racks which had been placed 
in the channel contrary to law. Between the state line at Car¬ 
penter’s Point, and one mile below the Brick House, ten of these 
obstructions were removed—tom out root and branch—and sent 
floating down the stream. No forcible resistance waa offered by 
the owners of the racks, and but little fault was found by any. 
We are lti formed that, notwithstanding the opposition of a few, the 
majority of the people approved the action of the commissioners, 
and were glad that the law waa at last to be enforced without 
respect to persons. The authorities are determined that here¬ 
after the fishing laws shall be enforced at all hazards, regardless 
of consequences. 

The new commissioners of this state enter upon their work 
with vigor, and If their appropriation was sufficient would make 
a creditable showing In re-stocking their worn-out waters. And 
they are not to be scared from their duty by threats of shooting. 


A False Rumor. —A statement Is being circulated by a cer¬ 
tain few that Mr. L. H. Smith is the largest owner of the Chicaoo 
Field. We are sorry to upset the apple-cart of these “manu¬ 
facturers of truth,” but a statement more devoid of fact was 
never given utterance to. We don’t usually bother with the 
busy tongues of idle gossips, for we know well and expect that 
a paper itself, as well as the editor, will ever be a subject for 
criticism and gossip, but when It comes to the ownership of the 
paper, we think we are justified In correcting erroneous Impres¬ 
sions.

NO. 10.—THE DUSKY GROU8E. 

RIDGEWAY’S and bicbardson'b Crouse (Dendragapue fuliffinotue 
and Hichardeonii.) 

[Butered according to act of Loogreaa, In the year 1B78, hy Marsh & Co., 
in tbe office or the Librarian of Congress at Washington.] 

Id Oregon and Washington Territory, and in British Columbia, 
west of the Cascade Mountains, Is found a variety of the dusky 
grouse, which presents so many characteristics at variance with 
the common and more southern species, as to seem to entitle it to 
distinct classification, and to the specific name bestowed upon It 
by Doctor Robert Ridgeway, of the Smithsonian, of Dendragaptut 
fuliginoeut. It raDges from tbe Columbia river north to and be¬ 
yond central Alaska. 

About nineteen and three-fourths inches in length, and exhib¬ 
iting an alar extent of two and a half feet; it Is of a plain plum- 
baous beneath, with no white borders to the feathers except 
upon the flanks aDd about tbe anuB. The tarsi, one aud one-half 
inches in measurement, are likewise of a dark leaden color; and 
the entire head, nearly of a plain uniform dusky black. The Irides 
ure brown or hazel. The male is of a plain sooty black above, 
the mottliugs being very falDt and scarcely apparent. There are 
no white markings on the scapulars. The tall is about seven and 
a half Inches in extreme length, with a well-defined band of deep 
blue or lead color, though but about three-fifths of an iuch in 
width. 

The female, too, is black above, though the surface of the 
plumage is greatly broken by transverse mottlings of bright red¬ 
dish brown or rufoUB, becoming greatly coufuaed towards the 
tall, though forming regular transverse bars anteriorly. Under¬ 
neath she presents a plain dusky or leaden hue upon the abdo¬ 
men ; but upou the throat and flanks the plumbaceous is marked 
with arrow-shaped and triangular spots, respectively, of rusty 
while. 

The young vary little from those of the more southern variety, 
except, perhaps, in being of a trifle more reddish shade. Now and 
then cocks are met with which present bright red, rusty mottling 
on the ,ack, with washings of the same upon the forehead; but 
such Is the exception rather than the rule, aud is probably con¬ 
fined exclusively to young birds. 

This bird was first discovered by Dr. Geo. Luckley, of the Pa¬ 
cific Railway 8urvey (of tbe forty-seventh and forty-uintb paral¬ 
lels) When the expedition reacned the main chain of the Rocky 
Mountains, where it was exceedingly abundant, but not more so 
than It was afterwards found to be iu the Blue aud Cascade 
ranges of Oregon, and in the wooded country between the latter 
and the Pacific coast 

The habits ol the species, in the main, seem to be Identical 
with those of the Dendrayapue obecnnui, like it, when alarmed, 
invariably seekiDg the dense foliage of coniferous trees, Instinct¬ 
ively appearing to understand the advantages of thus hiding. 

The apparatus with which the dusky grouse produce their sin¬ 
gular tooting or hooting note, and with which the male solaces 
bis lonely hours, is a strange one, the mechanism of the peculiar 
gular sacs Is as yet little understood; it Is weU worthy ofidlssee- 
tlon and carefnl study. 

In June half-grown flocks of these birds are by no means un¬ 
common in the vicinity of Puget s Sound and St George’s Chan¬ 
nel, and are greedily sought by coast aud market gunners. In 
the cool, umbrageous forests of the upper Columbia, the Frazier 
and Cariboo rivers, the birds breed In considerable numbers and 
are here readily found during the Summer. Mr. Nultall, in his 
attempt to describe their love note, likens It to the souud caused 
by blowing Into the bung of a barrel. 

They build their uests on the ground like the duBky grouse 
proper, but the female keeps her brood throughout tbe Winter, 
until the time comes for them to seek mates and homes > f their 
own. The eggs are numerous. It beiug not at all uncommon to 
flud fifteen, twenty, or even twenty-three or twenty-five, eggs In a 
single nest, and one of an ashen brown or slaty color, blunt at 
both ends aud email in proportion to the size of the pareDt. Tbe 
actions of the female, too, are more like those of the genus 
liunaea under like circumstances, when attended by a brood em¬ 
ploying all the artifices and strategema of the ruffed grouse to 
secure their safety, feigning lameness or mortal injury lu order 
to draw off tbe attention of the intruder. 

A third species denominated by Mr. D. G. Elliott, Richardson’s 
grouse, Deitdragapun Kichardeordi, aud until recemly confounded 
with the two foregolog species, inhabits the great plains and for¬ 
ests between Hudson’s Bay and the Rocky mountains from the 
Arctic circle to the borders of the United States, and is more 
sparingly met with between the Cascade range and the Rockies In 
British Columbia In corresponding latitudes. It is at once dis¬ 
tinguished from the Obeeurut and JuUgiwmu by the shape of It* 
tail, that appendage being square at the tip and uniformly black 
to the end, never marked wtth the broad and conspicuous bluish 
or ashen bars so conspicuous in the former specleB; the feathers 
composing It are, moreover, broader and nearly truncate. 

This bird with the Anglo-American resident* of tbe Hudsou’a 
Bay territory of British America, shares the pseudonym of par¬ 
tridge to a limited extent with the sharp-tailed species (Vediacitu 
phaeianeU.uk). It la a trifle smaller, perhaps, lu point of size than 
Its more southern and western congeners, averaging about two 
and three-fourths pounds In weight when In good condition, and 
resembles somewhat tbe European black cock (Lgrurut tetrixeU). 
It is evidently the bird Indicated by Douglass in the following de¬ 
scription : 

“Pallldl plumbeo gflscus fuBCO sparslm undnlatus; gulce plu- 
mls in medio albls; abdomlne Bsturatlore albo parce inaculato; 
macula laterals sub nucha; reclrlclbus nlgrls, aptce alblcante. 

Fam .—Minor brunnecenti-grlsea-brunnes fasclato; bubtus 
also frequenter notato rectriclbus duobus medus ferrugineo fas- 
clates.”

The General’s home was In Monroe, just below Detroit, where 
his widow Btlll resides. The Audubon Club and the Association 
named—the latter hoping to remove to permanent quarters next 
season—were repeatedly placed under obligations to Gen. Custer 
for donations of relics, etc. 

Wbat the causes are which produce, In Detroit, a predilection 
In favor of muzzle-loaders, I do not pretend to point out; but 
such an Inclination Is apparent. Not among a limited circle of 
the very bat of the modern sportsmen, but observable, I mean, 
among the great mass of sportsmen. There Is here a heavy 
French conservative element which no doubt has Its influence In 
this direction. Very many persons here do not hesitate to 
loudly proclaim their preference for the muzzle-loader, and a 
gentlemanly mechanic—a gun-maker of decided ability and a 
person of Intelligence—seemed anxious to wager (100 that a man 
going Into the woods with his muzzle-loading rifle, could kill 
more game in a given time than I could with a breech-loading 
rifle. I suggested * 500 ,—though wagers, of any sort, were quite 
out of my line,—but I soon found that tbe gentleman scarcely 
cared to put bis faith to such crucial test. This suited me, as he 
could Dot afford to lose any such sum,—nor would I have accepted 
It from him bad I won It,—but hla earnestness showed the sin¬ 
cerity of his belief. Good men look at me curiously when I ask 
them such a Btmple question as, "How many pellets will your gun 
give you In the circle at 40 yards!" They say, “Oh, I don’t know. 

I never fool with such things as a target,—I try my gnu on 
game.” With a great number hereabouts, choke-bores, chilled 
ehot and tblrty-lnch circles find no favor. But I have met aud 
talked with the man who “wants none of them blanked patent 
flxln’s," who rejects the valuable Shelton auxiliary barrel, and, 
In 1878, is having a new “combined" muzzle-loader built; and 
Rip Van Winkle and Sleepy Hollow were kept vividly before my 
mind as I conversed with the man who brought In his long, un¬ 
gainly muzzle-loading deer rifle, to be re-stocked and re- 
rifled; it was a single barrel, but he made It to shoot two loads. 
The rifle had two nipples,—one two Inches forward of the breech. 
Thq first ball Is ueed, rammed tight, as a "breech-pln” against 
which the second load is rammed, and this second load, as will 
be seen at a glance, 1 b fired first, by a plunger reaching from the 
hammer to the forward nipple. 

The Sharp’s rifle people, I see, are going to publish a new 
breech-loading shot-gun. They are just a trifle late, but we eball 
see what we shall see. W. McK. H.

Choke Bores to Kill Clean. 

Now that the abootlng season Is upon us, It Is apropo* to refer 
to some pertinent remarks on choke bores aud their use last 
year. Do people kill more than they did formerly! All we want 
Is gnus that will give such a pattern and penetration at forty to 
fifty yards, that neither partridge nor pheasant should escape if 
the gun la held right. Now it appears to me that this Is exactly 
what a choke bore doee. From wbat I have seen of them, I do 
do uot think oue Id five hundred would escape under those con¬ 
ditions. In my opinion one of the very greatest advantages of 
the choke bore consists In the wonderfully clearly defined killing 
circle at these distances. A bird Is either killed clean without a 
kick left In him, or he Is cleanly missed and goes away “scot 
free." Among all my friends wbo have been using the new 
guns this year I hear the same—“Never killed my birds so clean, 
and never had so few wounded birds before.” Nor can I find 
that birds are more mauled than they used to be. A gun of the 
old boring that shoots close enough to be of any use at forty to 
forty-five yards, makes a “frightful example" of any unlucky 
bird taken “full” at eighteen to twenty-five, and the choke doee 
no more. In one respect the birds are better for the eater, as 
there Is much less lead left In them. 

The question of wounded birds Is one of great moment to all 
humane sportsmen. To my mind one of the greatest drawbacks 
to shooting was the eo frequently seeing miserable birds going oft 
with broken legs hanging down, or with slow labored fight to die 
a lingering, painful death. I believe that I possess as good a gun 
on the old principle as any in tbe kingdom—a lockfast. Although 
only 24-ln. In the barrels, It averages nearly 150 In tbe 30-tn 
circle at 40 yards, and at 60 will penetrate 26 90 lb. brown papers, 
with No. 8 Boft shot; and yet wounded birds were by no means 
an unusual event In a day’s shooting with this gun. But a choke 
Is something like a good 20 yards better, aud unless a man 
Is tetnpted Into trying absurdly long shots a wounded bird la a 
comparatively rare event. It Is either kill clean or miss clean, 
and there Is little trouble In picking up your birds. For myself I 
cannot but think the advantages of tbe choke bores sre so very 
great, and now so fully proved, that they must carry all before 
them. Nothing but necessity would Induce me to carry any 
other. 

You speak also of the good partridges are to farmers In feeding on 
the seeds of various weeds. This I can fully confirm. And there 
Is another even greater benefit to farmers arising from game not 
half so well known as It should be, viz., that wherever there Is 
a fair stock of pheasants the peet wlreworm Is almost unknown. 
They are so fond of them as to after a bit fairly eradicate them 
from the ground. When I was a boy there was s small farm a 
few miles from my father’s so eaten up with wlreworm—the 
larvae of a epeoles of Daddy-long-legs ( Tipula)— that scarcely an 
ear of corn could be grown upon It, and It let for about Is. fid. 
an acre. Tbe shooting of this and adjoining property subse¬ 
quently got Into the hands of a gentleman who got up a fair 
stock of pheasants, and In a year or two this land grew as fine 
corn aa any In the neighborhood, and this change waa at the time 
wholly attributed to the pheasants.— One who has Fired some 
20,000 Shots, in Land and Water.

A Good Game and Fish Locality. —Ottortall City, Ottertal] 
Co., Minn .—Editor Chicago Field :—At last I begtn to feel that 
“Richard la himself again," for I am dow settled, I hope, tor 
some years, In as fine a game and farming country as there Is on 
eartb. At present we have no neighbors to bother ue, with their 
vagrant dogs or brcechy cattle. I can almost say I am monarch 
of all I survey. We are situated In our log cabin between two 
beautiful lakes, brim full of fish, and tbelr surfaces literally cov¬ 
ered with wild fowl. My son was trolling only one and a quar¬ 
ter hours to-day, caught ten flsb, weighing thlrty-clgbt pounds 
and three ounces, this could be a dally occurrence If we required 
them. We used to say In oldeu times (olden times Indeed) that 
the Calumet bad millions of ducks on It lu the Fall; If tbe 
figures are correct; why we must have blllloDB, It beata “hall." 
We kill right from our door all we can eat. Quantum sufflclt, 
being so far from market, Mr. Market Hunter will be a long time 
ere he finds us out. I was agreeably surprised a few days ago, 
by a party of eight ladles and gentlemen from Wadena, twenty 
miles distant. Mr. and Mrs. C. J. 8teward, Mr. and Mrs. Os¬ 
trander, Mr. and Mrs. Potter, Dr. Crommett and pap Taylor. 
Tbelr large tent waa formerly one of B&rnuma, but aa tbey knew 
my homestead was large, they had no fear of finding room to 
pitch It. What, with fishing, shooting, boating, etc., we had a 
jolly good three days spree. Mr. Potter, whilst rambling for 
wild fowl aloog the marsh, a deer unfortunately ran foul of bis 
gun barrels, one being loaded with chill ebot It chilled Its blood, 
and being a true preserver of game we put It In “season," and 
to save It from spoiling we eat It. What with ruffed grouse, 
plu-tall grouse, duckB of high and low degree, fish of all names 
and hues, and “a wee bit of venison,” which being like Eve's 
apple tasted sweeter, we fared sumptuously dally.
